Mhe Late Elections—Thelr Lesson te the
Administration,

When Louls Napoleon, in his brilliant Ttalian
campaign of 1869, reached the famons Austrian
Quudnlateral, and discoversd there that with a
further advance the war must assume propor:
tions which he was not prepared to meet, he
wisely sounded n pariey, arranged an armistics,
and made o treaty of pesce.  This Is the lesson
which the lawe elections convey to the Adminis
tration. This lesson is the crowning result of
these olections, They mark the line of anether
quadrilateral beyond which it is dangerous to
pusg. They enll for a parley, au armastice, and
% Ff,.,,,m- of pence with Congress. President
Johneon, in his Iate campaign throngh Pennsayi-
vanii, Olio, and Indians, ov the merits of s
controversy with Congress, left the Constitu-
tion. from point to point, in the hands of the
l'“-’“l"" lll\‘l the I)B'Jnll'. from the Rﬂhﬂylkl" to
the Wabash, have omphatically decided the
ease in faver of tho Southern restoration plan
embodied in (he Conetitational amendment of
SGHIME Y B,
Lt'iliftr cage, we say, is decided; for thatlhe
elections of November will ran in_ the same
channel 18 thore of September and October,
and with s more poweriul current, there 1s no
reason to doubl, What, then, is the course
which President Jolinson ought now to pursue
in delerence to thls overwhelming pressure of
Northern public opinton? It i= fixed that the
next Congress will hold the restoration ulti-
matum of the present Congress, 80 that in con-
tinping his fight all the odds will be againat
him to the end of his terin ol ollice, and his
Administration will hardly take a higher rank
in uietory than those of poor Pierce and Bu-
chanan,  But we regard it as impossable that
a stalesman ol the stong pr notical common
sense and large expeiienceof Mr, Johnson ean
adhere to a ling of poliey which has mani-
feslly fuiled beyoud redemptions The coup
@rial maliciously hinted ot in the late Phila-
delphin gold pambling canard 18 an ent r:'.'l__;‘
preposterous jden; and yei o 42 29LF Wil
such wicked inventions and =puch unjust suspi-
clons, it becomes the imperative duty of the
Peegident to the country and to himsell to
pinee himeelf at once en rappori with the will
of the people,

We are pleading in behall of the Adminieira-
tion. With or without its sapport, the amend.
ment must prevail.  Mr. Johnson, however, by
cordially falling in with it, may stiil seoure the
lion's rhare of the glory of a complete re<iora-
tion of the Union. In this view surely the ap-
propnuh- bour has nt last come lOr o recons
struction of the Cahinet, a new departure, and
a bold and vigorous domestic avd foreign
policy, including the Constitutional amendmeant,
the relormation of our tinancial system, and a
deagive settlement of our ontstanding balances
sguinst England avd France. Do this Inviting
field thero 18 “ample scope and verge enough'
for the highest ambition of un active glatesman
desiring 1o leave an enduring mack of honor
and glory in connection with his name, Bui
the firet essentinl step towards ine broad aud
comprehensive domestle and loreign poliey thus
suggested is a reorganization of the Cabinet.

The decline and tall of Cardinal Wolsey from
the graces of “blull King Hal” wis not more
painful than has peen the fall of Mr. Seward
in the public estimation, From that ill-starred
Chicago pilgrimage he has returned as sn old
mun “worn out by the storms of state,” re-
duced to the drivellingg of a mountebank.
Humanity in his case reqnives his reloass,
while sound statesmunship demands a Blsmarc
in his place in the maintenance and expansion
of the Monroe doctrine. Nor is Mr. McCul-
loch, with his limited and technical notions of
banking and brokerage, the man competent to
grasp the management of our financial system
a8 Becretary of the Treasury, In n word, a
new Cabinet, from stem to stern, judiciously
selected, would be a masterly stroke of polioy
for Mr. Johuson at this crisiy, Starbng from
the initinl point of the late elections, and (rom
the apparent public sentiment of the country in
referevee to England und Franee, the Cabinet
adapted to the ends In view may readily be

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The Elections and the Restoration of the

Union,
From the Timea

The result of the recent election: is entitled
to very grave consideration in all the States
and by all the parties to be affected by it, It

announces the verdict of the people upon the
great political question which awaits solution
—the restoration of the Southern States to their
share of political power in the general Govern-
ment; and it establishes the politleal eharacter
ol Congress throughout the whole of President
Johnson's term of office. It has decided that
the Democratic party as such shall not decide
when, nor how, that restoration shall take
place; and it has also decided, though with
lese directness and emphasis, that it shall not
take place upon the Premdent's policy of ad-
mwitting members from those Btules ioto Con-

rees, as a4 matter of right, and without condi-
lons to be imposed by law, It has also de-
cided that the smendment (o the Constitution
proposed by Congress ought to be ratified
and become valid as puart and parcel of that
ipstrument, before thls restoration taked Place
al all,

Iu our judgment the public welfare demands
that this decislon ~huuL| be accepted, and re-
apected, by the whole country—by the North
and by the South, and by the President himself,
8 i tinal solotion of u complicated and perilous

roblem. The very necessity of the case seems

O us i strong renfon for such » course. Itis a
deckion from which there 15 no appeal, Two
Jears from now, It 18 true, the people may be
called upon to review ther verdict: but who
cnn tell in what dangers and disasters the na-
tion may be meanwhile in\'ulwh? Every die-
tate ol safety and every Interest of the country
demand that the Union should be restored wl
the earliest possible moment. The South |s
especially interested in this, because until that
is done it cum have no volce whatever in na.
tional affalrs, and all its materls), zoclal. and
pecuninry interests must be seriously {mpaired,

The Fresident i8 equaily interested in the
sume resvlt, because it s the only thing which
<can give soope to the exercise of 1he legltimate
functions ol his high office, and afford him the
political eupport which Le needs, Of the House
ol Represemtatives, ss now constituted, the
Union party bas more than two-thirds, The
President is, therefore, powerless 1o arrest any
mensure of legislation upon which they may b
united-—powerless even to prevent hig own im-
peachment, if that should be resolyed O 108 i

arty measure. The admission of loyal mem-
wrs from the South wouid afford o counter-
polse to this ascendaney, which, without de-
stroying the Uplon majority, would put sn
effectual check upon the extreme sotion of its
most reckless members,

The Southorn States are unguostionably called
L upon to sacrifice aomething of both power and

ride, in order to resume thelr relations to the
Pederal Government. They are nalked to assent
to w change in tho basiz ol representation,
which will somewhat diminish thelr numbers,
and to n lemporary exclualon from office ol cer-
tain classes of their people. ln neither case ia
there anyihing which, they cnn fnirly regard as
intended or calouln to humiliate or degrade
them, It may seem 1o them unjust that men
who have stood by them in the war against the
Government should be put under & ban in offl-
cinl service; but this is one ol the legitimate
and psual eonsequences of (allure in such an
onterprise as they undertook. It was among
the rigks they encountered, It ls no more hu-
miliating for them to loge political power thian
to lose property, Hberty, and lie as a resuls of
detent in rebellion ngninst the natlonsl nutho-
rity. The whole question with them turns apon
considerations of interest —their honor and tneir
pride are not involved. Wil they lose more
than they will gain by accepting the smend-
ment?  Will the power and influence they will
gecure in the national councils be worth to them
more or less than that they sacriice in the effort
to reeain \t? Thesze are questions (or themselves
to answer, and upon thowr apswers o them theirs
nction should depend.

Nor will it be wise for the South to leave out
ol view the probable consequences of refusing
to secept the amendment fs the bagis ol resto-
ration, They cannot doubt that the ellect ol
rerugal will be to strengthen the radical senti-
ment which already demands more exireme
condjtions nnd threatens the most ultra and
destructive moasures, That sentiment is not
yoi domivtnt in the Union party, nor will it
become &0 unless it is strengihencd again, as it
has been hitherto, by unwise action on the part
of the President and the Southern States, At
almost any time during the last seasion of Con-
grese it meht have been disnrmed and over.
borne, I the resistence to the Union party on
the pmt of the President had been less indis-
vriminate and more judiclouns; and even as il
was, it failed to oarry any ot its extreme and
violent meusuayes,

If the President and the Southern States will
aeeept the popular decislon just prononficed as
entigled to respect, and aftord, by judicious and
considerate action, n busis lor the more mode-
rute and discreet portion of the Union party to
act npon, we are confident that Gil our diflical-
ties may yet be overcows, The people are not
revengoe!n! S5k irrational in their temper or their
views, They do not seck or desire the degrada-
tion of the South, nor do they endorse or
approve the wild vagaries nand crazy schemes of
Butier, Stevens, and their confederates, But
they believe the Constitutiongl amendment to
be cagentially just, and its adoprion necessary to
the peace and safety of the nation, l'lo.-ntl}lll,\
and bitter resistance may drive them Into more
extreme positions, and thog éirengrhen the
fuction from which the ecouniry at jarge, and
cspectally the SBoath, has Lhe mwost to fear; anl
it canmot possibly change or improve the action
of Congress for at least thyee years 10 come.

Myr. Johuson's Polley and the American
Credit Abroad,

The English popers call attention to the fact
that Ameriean speculators are nctively engaged
in buying up the 7 per cent, cotton bonds of the
Confederney, und selling United States Five-
tweniies, ‘They note the fact that the latter
have been sold to the extent of millions [in
Eutope, while the cotton bonds are bought at
an advauce of 1 or 2 per cent, in London, Liver-
pool, and Manchester., ‘‘Possibly," says a cor-
respondent of the Moming Post, “when our
keen cousing have obtained a sullicient amount,
the iniquity of repudiating & loan made by
foreigners on the specis) hy pothecation of col-
ton will be veLemently ngserted by the Yankees
themselves a8 detrimental to Amcricun credit,
and the bondholders will obtain their rights,
the more especially as every man in the Sourth,
a9 stnled by General Lee tn his evidene ¢ bejore
the Comuiittee ol Congress, is desivous of recog-
nizing and paying this loan,”

He then mlvluvu- to expiain the selling of
the livetwenty bonds, upon u theory which,
however worthless in itself, deserves the atlen-
tion of those business men who think that Cop-
perhead politics are nol the foes ol finincial
prosperity, ‘‘President Johnson describes the
exisung radical legislature, which has usurped
the pawer of Congress, ‘as a body called, or
which uassumed to be, the Congress of the
united States, but which s 1o fnel 8 Congress of
only putt of those Stutes.” Now, if this is the
true Jegal defluition of the present Congress, I
have no hesitation in sayimg that opul the
Southern States are restored 10 Uoneress, and
recognize in Congress the debts thut Congroess,
durivg their exclusion, has contracted, thut the
Five-twenty bonds, snd all otber debts raised
by that Congress, are illegal according to the
Congtitution of the United Siates,”

It is plain that this whole statement is ud.
vanced in the interest ol the English capitalists
who invested their money in the Rebel loans,
and huve not yet abandoned the hope of getting
some ot it back from the United States: Trea-
gury. We do not believe that many Americuns
are stupid enoagh to buy the Rebel cotton
bonde, and we know there 1 not one Amerloan
in & hundred, of rexpectable business judgment,
who has sold Five-twenties from a doubt of thrir
permanent valne, We do know, however, that
since the close of the war the bankers and people
of Evgland and Germany have .-;mmlif' and
lurgely bought them, and we have d*‘l‘.p{\' re-
gretted that =0 much of our debt shoulil be
illowed to pass into foreign hands,

But vow it Is mgenicusly insinuated that
the large sales of United Stutes scoutities in
foreign markets i not due to the eagerness of
Europenns to purchase, but to the anxiety of
Americans to sell, Precisely aa the Randull
Conventon  caused an advance in Rebe bonds,
80 the speeches of Andrew Johmson have in-
fpired thelr holders with new hope, This is the
Irue lmlnt which the Euglish papers make—that
ihe FPresident, by decluring Congress an illegal
and unconstitutional body, heas given specula-
tors an opportunity ol shaking the credit of the
United Siutes, They have taken his words into
the London Exchange and the Hourse, aud
traded ypon them to the possible injury of our
seouriites, They have used lis policy as the
means of advancing Rebel bonds. No one can
deny that the Jogle in the lnst paragraph we
quoted is round, however fulss the argument,

If Congress is, indeed, illegal, unconstitn
tional; i1 it had no right 1o pass the Civil Riehts
bill; if its tetz do not bind the Rebel States,
because they had no part in making them; if
L}m Kepresentatives of the loyal States wre not
Congress—and all this Mr, Jehnson usserts—
then ludeed our financial legislation is worth-

The pussage of this amendment would, as all
his tollowers know, end st oneo all these elel
and English sehomes to depreciate nutional
securities; but, matil the people have ratided it
and silenced the wtrocious calumny that Con-
prees 1s not & legal body, we may expeot to be
threatened with the whole Rebel debt In addi-
tion to our own, and with pretended doubts of
the validity of United States bonds, Mr, Johun-
son is doing more to iojure American credit
abroad than all the Rebels nod speculators com-
bined; and there is not & wman, woman or
ehild who holds s Five-twenty or Seven-thirty
bond, who does not direetly profit by the recent
triumphs at tbe polls. In sustaiuing Congrogs
and the Constitutional amendment, the peoplo
have declared that the nalional debtls 1o bhe
paid to the last dollar, while of the Rebel dobt
not one cent shall ever be re leamed, '

United Statea to the Ozar over a battery of
champagne corks at Moscow; nnd that lgnr
sian journaliste, taking the will ol Fox for the
deed of America, are londly cncournging the
Pan Hellenist su{)jcm of the Bultan to, rise
everywheie upon their tyrant, and are {hreat-
ening Western Europe with a new orusade of
the Ureek Cross, in which the Heets of the
American Union shall keep the Bosphorus
against the tron-clads of France snd Eagland,
whilo the monitors of Alexnuder [I perform
the less arduous but eqoally honorable task ol
Eralccting “Amerionn inieresis in the Balbwe,”
¥ defending Cronstadt and 8t Petersbarg.

But so far are the masses ol the Amerloan
people fiom responding to those noble outerics
of Hellenic patrietisin and of Muscovite enthu-
SIsm, Luat not even by the news of un Aunglo-
French interference to prevent the Porte 1rom
ceding an island in the Bgean Bea as n naval
station to the United States, can we be stimu-
Inted into bestowing g0 much attention upon
the prescnt aspects ol the “‘Eastern question”
in Europe as its sctual and prospective im-
periance to all clvitized Ohristendom really
deservee, For when we find Count Bismark
putting it forward as an urgenl repgson WOy
the 'l..culﬂulurc of Prussin  shounld vote
the Government a loan of sixty millions of
thalers, that “the Bastern qucslﬁm threatens
Eurepe with new and perilous complications,”
and Frince Gortschakoll posting trom 5t, Peters-
burg to tho Pyrences to confer with the Km-

eror Napoleon over the magieal waters of

larrtz, we may be sure that the Russiun cir-
oular announcing to Burope the emuncipation
of the Cear from the tieaties of 1856 was based
upon a tull provision of coming contingencies,
and that the Enstern question is indeed even
now bringing forth for the world a season of
storm and_ stress still more prodigious than the
tem pest which, rising, a eloud no bigzer thau o
mun's hand, in ltie Schleawig-Holstoin, has
this vear broken in thunder over all Central
Europe.

It is very likely that the stories now every-
where current of revolt and disaifection among
the Christians of Turkey are purposely exag-
gerated,  One ol the leading journals of Hug-
land, mdeed, does not hesitate 1o tux the Rus
sians and Mr. Reuter with inventing between
them pretty much the whole revolution ot the
children of Jupiter in Crete. Mercury, we know,
was as sad a romancer under his Greek name of
Hermes as under his Western title, and 8t, Paul
quotes with approval the Cretan poet who brands
bis counirymen us *“‘evil beasts,’ and “always
linrs,” But it necds anly a fipmeat of revolu-
tion to disturb a igment of order; and the rule
of the Turke in Europe has cometo be soentirely
a matter ot politienl expediency and diplo-
watic ekill on (he part of the Ruropean
powers which have heretofore had an in-
terest in keeping it up, that if France, and Aus-
trin, and Ruesia choore to consider European
Turkey to be in a state of insurrection, European
Torkey, to all intents and purposes, will really
be in such astate. The heterogeneous charncter
of the Christian populations of European Tur-
key, by making 1t certain that no new, and
preat, and ordcrlf. and respectable Christian
State could possibly emerge from the dissolution
of the Owoman dominion, has heretolore made
it obvious that it the camp of the Turks on the
Bosphorus shovld be broken up, and the suc-
cessors of Mahmoud the Victorious should be
diiven from the {hrone which for tour centuries
they have plled, Russia would bave a far better
¢hance than any other Emopean power ol ad-
ministering upon the estate of Abdul-Aziz,

But the evenis of the present year, which
have o greatly modified the position of the two
cieat German powers, have put o new {ace upon
things in the East. Prussia, advanced to the
lmwl ical leadership of Germany, has both a
arger intercst than she ever had before, and
wields more ample menns, tofcurb the develop-
ment of the gignntic empire with which she
must henceforth dispute the control of the
Baltic Sen. Austrin, definitely pressed to the
eastward, and Italy, converted by the acquisi-
tion of Venelin from the deadly foe into the
probable future ally of Auetrin in the Mediter:
ranean, have row & joint interest with France
and England in preventing the appearance at
Constantinople of & flag which already thes
from the mouths ot the Nevato the shores of
the Preific, and from the White Suva to the
Black. Under these pnew conditions of the
Eastern problem, it is beginving to be as deei-
rable us it bas heretolore been undesirable for
Western and Central Europe, that the anomaloas
and provisional situation ot the Onristian pro-
vinces of Torkey should be brought to an end,

For Russia a aecisive settlement ol the Bust-
ein question in the immediate futave pretly
clearly means the detinite defeat of all the Rus-
sinn designs upon Constantinople and the Bos-
phorus; but Russian statesmen of the annexs-
tionist type may very plausibly persunde
themselves that if any hope whatever yet
remaius to Russia, it must be elutehed at onoe,
apd while the triple transformation of Italy and
Germany and Austria is sull in the incipient
stages. OUne of the points most vital to the
success of Rueeia in the game she bhas been so
loug wuilinmu play lor the Turkish inheritanco,
hus already been snutehed from her at the erisis
of the recent German war by the (ar-sighted
French sovereign, when the people of
Moldo-Wallachia  were induced by French
ugents to  elect Prince Charles of Hohen-
zollern u#  their hereditary ruler or Hos-
podar: and Prince Charles thus elected
was persuaded by a Freuch diplomat to take
his carpet-bag and eallop to Bucharest belore
either the Bultan or the Kaiser or the Czar very
clearly knew what had actually been done. By
this move not only has o barrier heen get up in
the face of the Russian vavguard on the Danube,
but the ambition o Austria has bean turned
towards the Balkan and the Bosphorus from the
Lower Dunube and the Black Sen, and the Pan-
Hellenic dream of a new Byzantine empire hos
been confrontéd by perils more direct thyn those
of u Russian protectorate. As no one of the
powers directly intercsted in the future of Kuro-
pean Turkey, therefore, hus anything of conse-
quence to gain by the perpetuation of the stute
of things established in 1856, nud as the most
ambitious and uneasy of these powers, Prussia,
has everything to lose¢ from n proteoted and
pacitic development of the new elements now al
word in the Levanl, [t is nitogether probahle
both that the “Eustern question™ will be rn[rhilf
torced into the foreground of Kuropean polities
aud that the resources ol diplompey will b
found vuneéqunl to its sulation, .
